Auto Makers 
Agree To LBJ 
Safety Plan 


DETROIT (AP) — Auto in­ 
dustry leaders breathed a sigh 
of relief today after getting 
their first look at President 
Johnson s long-awaited traffic 
safety program. 


‘ This is a reasonable proposal 
and we can live with it,” said 
one industry source. He, along 
with others in the industry who 
discussed the program, declined 
use of his name. 


The President’s 17-page pro­ 
posal sent to Congress Wednes­ 
day called for a $700-miEion, 
six-year program to arrest what 
he called ‘‘carnage on the high­ 
ways.” 


Top brass from all four major 
U.S. 
automakers 
attended a 
Washington 
briefing 
session 
held by John T. Conner, secre­ 
tary of commerce, Wednesday 
in advance of public announce­ 
ment of the Johnson message. 


Among 
them 
were James 
Roche, president of General Mo­ 
tors: Lynn A. Townsend, presi­ 
dent of Chrysler; Richand E. 
Cross, chairman of American 
Motors and John A. Bugas, vice 
president of Ford Motor Co. 


The auto industry had known 
for several months that Presi­ 
dent Johnson, concerned over 
the nation’s 49,000 traffic fa tall­ 
ies last year, was going to add 
his voice to the cause of auto 
safety. 


Feared Controls 


Some industry leaders had 
expressed fears federal inter­ 
vention in the safety program 
would result in government con­ 
trols of the auto business. 


GM President Roche, for ex­ 
ample, said recently: "Regula­ 
tion would have a severe and 
adverse effect on our business. 
It would substitute rigidity for 
flexibility, bureaucratic approv­ 
al for public approval.” 


After a first lock at the John­ 
son proposals, however, the in­ 
dustry indicated it found noth­ 
ing major on which it would dis­ 
agree with the President. 


One official commented: "It 
looks like the body of the pro­ 
posal is reasonable and one 
which the industry would be 
hard put to defeat or defy. I 
would assume it would be diffi­ 
cult for us to oppose the legisla­ 
tion as I understand it." 


In brief, the Johnson message 
called for: 


Expand Research 


—An authorization, but not a 
requirement, to the secretary of 
commerce to determine safety 
criteria for all vehicles. 


—An 
increase 
in 
federal 
grants to states for highway 
safety projects. 


—An expansion of the federal 
government’s 
highway 
safety 
research efforts, including a 
national 
highway 
safety 
re­ 
search and test center. 


Industry sources, who had 
repeatedly expressed hopes that 
they would be allowed to work 
out safety problems without fed­ 
eral interference, were cheered 
by the timetable set up in the 
Johnson mssage. 


This provided that if the in­ 
dustry does not adopt voluntary 
safety standards for motor vehi­ 
cles within tw'o years after the 
secretary of commerce has sug­ 
gested them, the secretary then

prescribe

Need To Devise 
New Methods, 
Says Secretary 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara

have failed to meet the test of 
the Viet Nam war. 


This is a rare admission by 
the Pentagon chief who normal­ 
ly wears an air of total self as­ 
surance. 


"We have to develop new 
methods to meet problems for 
which we had old answers," Mc­ 
Namara told a news conference 
Wednesday. “Old answers were 
not applying. 


"These new methods do re­ 
quire changes in procedures, 
changes in policies, changes in 
habits and thought.” 


The defense secretary did not 
specify what problem areas he 
was dealing with. 


However, some of his asso­ 
ciates said that the concept of 
using Reservists in crises had 
undergone a drastic change.

It was apparent that the cur- * 
rent intention to deal with the 
rising manpower demands of 
the Viet Nam war without call­ 
ing

stemmed 
from a desire to avoid creating 
turbulence in U.S. civilian life 
and the economy, as well as 
from the growth of the regular 
forces available and planned. 


Not Overextended 
McNamara’s news conference 
was called to put to rest any 
idea that the United States has 
overextended itself in Southeast 
Asia and has left itself, vulnera­ 
ble in other areas of the world.

Cong Buildup 
Of Troops To 
Peak This Year 


WASHINGTON (OP) - Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara told worried sena­ 
tors today that he expects the 
enemy troop buildup to reach 
its height in Viet Nam at the 
end of this year. 


Basing his assessment large­ 
ly on estimates of how big a 
force the Communists can keep 
supplied in the face of U.S. air 
opposition, McNamara used it 
as a major factor for this con­ 
clusion: 


"I do not believe that we are 
facing in Viet Nam an unlimit­ 
ed, open-ended commitment to 
a major land war in Asia.” 
McNamara 
appeared 
at 
a 
closed session to answer ques­ 
tions of the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee whose probe 
of administration Southeast Asi­ 
an policy has been the storm 
center of debate. 


McNamara addressed himself 
to some of the questions that 
have been raised in the com­ 
mittee’s previous public hear- 
^.ings—such as whether the Viet­ 
namese conflict could spread 
into a war with China. 


McNamara told the commit­ 
tee the United States has done 
everything 
possible militarily 
and diplomatically "to make it 
unmistakably clear that there 
is no justification for Commu­ 
nist China to involve itself in the 
war in Viet Nam.” 


But he said that given the his­ 
tory of militant actions by Com­ 
munist China "it would be ir­ 
responsible for me to say that 
we run no risk of war with Chi­ 
na arising from our efforts to 
defend South Viet Nam from ag­ 
gression.’* 


One task facing McNamara 
was a defense of his own an­ 
nouncement Wednesday of a 
new 20,000-man increase in U.S. 
fighting forces in Viet Nam. 


McNamara was expected to 
be called upon to support Vice 
President

Hum­ 
phrey’s 
assertion 
Wednesday 
night that the "tide has begun to 
turn in our favor" in the effort 
to halt Viet Cong aggression and 
to bolster the South Vietnamese 
economy. 


One of the pressing questions 
at a closed meeting of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee appeared likely to revolve 
around why—with 215,000 Amer­ 
icans already committed to the 
struggle—the Communists still 
are able to call the turn on the 
escalation of hostilities.

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Romney s Veto 


Uepublicans have bi*oken ranks a bit, but not 
enough, it seems, to pem iit the Democmts to pass a vet­ 
erans tax exemption bill over a veto by Govemor Rom­ 
ney. 


Romney vetoed the bill once before. The Demo­ 
cratic controlled House and Senate passed the bill right 
over again and Governor Romney says lie will veto it 
right over again. Meanwhile there’s a great effort by 
veterans organizations and by the Democrats to convert 
enough Republicans so the veto can be oven-idden. 


The senate passed the new bill. 25 to 12. with Re­ 
publicans Charles Zollar, Benton Harbor; Gilbert Burs- 
ley, Ann Arbor, and Don Potter, Lansing, voting with 
the Democrats.

The pressures on legislators are exemplified by 
Zollar, a man who has been honored by Michigan State 
University for his great contributions to Michigan 
horticulture. (He has given valuable settings of straw­ 
berry plants free to Upper Peninsula extension agents 
to help them start strawbeiry projects.) 


Senator Zollar said he had asked veterans of his 
district to consider the Romney plan for veterans bene­ 
fits “but they all said they insist on the S3.500 version.” 


Bursley said he wasn’t committed to uphold tlie 
veto and Potter said he would support the veto, so the 
overrider would still lack the Republican votes it needs.

The vipto issue poses a test of self-irovernment. We 
have here a clamor of veterans groups for special treat­ 
ment by the tax assessors and an insistence by the 
governor that the benefits go to the veterans that need 
them most. The issue is hopelessly entangled with poli­ 
tics because it gives the Democrats a patriotically unas­ 
sailable club with which to beat Republican Romney. 


On his part, Romney is appealing to the ^tichigan 
public to understand what it is asking for in this tax 
bill, which will be boi*ne most heavily by veterans them­ 
selves because there are so many millions of them in 
the prime-of-life citizens bracket which pays most of 
the taxes. 


When Romney vetoed the vets bill and one to give 
aid to senior citizen renters last year he pointed out the 
rapidly expanding burden of state government in Mich­ 
igan. He cited that bids on a Michigan State University 
building had risen $3 million in one year because of 
mounting costs. He said that Michigan’s $100 million 
plus state suiT)lus was “peanuts when you look down 
the road any distance at all.”

Veterans and widows of veterans are now excused 
from taxes levied on the first $2,000 of the state equal­ 
ized valuation on their homes. The legislation would 
raise the figure to $3,500, restoring the exemptions to 
the pre-1963 level, when the method of figuring the 
exemptions was altered. 


Romney says that the bill would go beyond res­ 
toring the lost Ijenefits. He wants to raise the exemption 
ceiling to $5,000, not $3,500, but scale the benefits to 
the degree of disability of the veteran. 


State revenue experts say the exemption would cost 
$4 million a year and that Romney’s plan would save 
at least $1.5 million. Tlie $3,500 for everyone plan would 
give an estimated 82,000 eligible veterans an average 
increase of nearly $55 a year in property tax exemptions 
which now average about $75. 


People elect a governor to demand responsible gov- 
emment for their pi*otection and then they pressure 
their representatives to get them a little something for 
themselves. We’re witnessing the process at work, com­ 
plicated by some red hot politicking, with tlie Democrats 
resolved to give George Romney a black eye that will 
last until the 1968 Republican convention.

Talking Back 


Dedicated to the proposition tluit most people have 
levels of intelligence and taste higher tlian many ad­ 
vertisers seem to think, a small group of people got 
together in San Francisco recently to do sometliing 
about it. 


They formed an organization named C.O.R.A.— 
Citizens’ Opinions Regarding Advertising. 


The basic philosophy of the founders is tliat ad­ 
vertising serves a worth-while function in the economy 
when it is truthful, informative or, as sometimes hap­ 
pens, entertaining. 


But they strongly object to advertising that is 
harassing, boisterous, in bad taste or .just plain in­ 
tellectually insulting. 


They believe there are enough likeniinded people 
around the country to constitute a membership that 
will be a broadly based cross-section of the population. 
The purpose of C.O.R.A. is to open up a channel of com­ 
munication to the corporate top level through wliich 
individuals can exprevss themselves collectively. 


This will be done by means of quaiterly question­ 
naires, winch members will fill out and which will be 
sent to advertising company executives for, it is hoped, 
corrective action. 


C.O.R.A. officials believe that most advertising 
people don’t really want to be iri itating and that astute 
advertisers will stop pa> ing them to ):>e so once the 
voice of the people get.s through to them.

They fortified the cities of 
the coast—Ma Coeur, Acre, all 
the way from Antioch to As- 
calon. 


But they built no strength in 
the interior of this land. From 
time to time, groups of w'ar- 
riors sallied out. But they were 
beaten because they had noi 
established a bond 
with

considerable groups of people 
in these interior regions.

that survived for long periods 
had little 
influence 
on

neighboring countries.

More recently, 
the 
French 
armies 
attempted 
the 
same 
concept 
in 
Indochina.

General Giap. had been to gel 
the F’rencli to adopt this en- 
cla\e strategy.) 


This French 
withdrawal to 
the enclaves 
freed

Chi 
Minh to take over the country­ 
side. Then French forces had 


no popular base fi’om which to 
operate in the interior. 


Today. Hong Kong might be 
considered an enclave on the 
China coast. But. in itself, it is 
no source of military or politi­ 
cal power on mainland Com­ 
munist China.

Viet Nam Bonus 
Bill in House 


LANSING <AP) — Miehagan 
veterans of the Viet Nam con­ 
flict would have a $200 bonus to 
come home to under terms of a 
bill introduced in the House. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
John Bennett, D-Redford Town­ 
ship, and carrying the signa­ 
tures of 52 houee members, 
would authoriase $1,000 pa>Tnents 
to beneficiaries of servicemen 
killed in Viet Nam.

—$10 for each month of service 
and S15 for each month over­ 
seas up to a S500 maximum.

Stills, End Near 


NEW YORK (AP) - Woody 
Guthrie is an Oklahoma-born 
folk singer who tramped out of 
a dust bowl existence in search 
of a better life. He never really 
did find it, and now his time is 
running out. 


He tried to "make it” in Cali­ 
fornia in the early 1930s. He 
tried again in New York. He 
wi-ote at least a thousand songs 
along the way. Some people lis* 
tened. Most didn’t. 


Today he has found a great 
and eager following in England 
and is the subject of a strong 
revival in the United States. But 
for Woody Guthrie, 53, it its the 
end rath ^ then the beginning. 


For tlie past 15 years he has 
been slowly, helpless'ly, dying of 
an heredi'taiy tlastase 
called 
Huntington’s CJhorea, tn affile* 
tion that pro^ressivelgr destroys 
coordination and runs ^ fwtal 
course in about 15 years. 


Coordinatiion is the one thdng ■ 
man lake Guthrd^ can’t afford to 
lose. 


It was coorddnation of mind 
and 
guitar-strumming 
hands 
that produced one of has bestp 
known songs: 


Songs Of Pride 
“This land is your land. This 
land i!s my land. From CTalifor- 
niia to the New York island, 
from the Redwood forests to the 
Gulf Stream waters, this land 
was made for you and me.” 
That verse—in some of his 
songs there are as many as 100 
verses—is typical of the Guthrie 
philosophy. 


“I hate a song that makes you 
think that you're not any good,” 
he said once. “I hate a song that 
makes you think that you are 
just bora to lose. No good to no­ 
body. No good for nothing. 


“I am out to fight those kinds 
of songs to my very last breath 
of air and my last drop of bkxxl. 
I am out to sing the songs that 
make you take pride in yourself 
and in your work.” 


Guthrie felt that way from the 
veiy beginning of his career 


when he was the uplifting voice 
of the downtaxxlden of the great 
depression. He told p e o p l e 
tlirough song that thimgs would 
be better in California. 


He sang on a Los Angeles ra­ 
dio station for a dollar a day. 
He met other folk singers and 
saw other places, making sever­ 
al restless journeys back and 
forth across the American conti­ 
nent. He was mamed and di­ 
vorced at least twice. 


Loved Children 
His love for chiiMren—his and 
others—manifest itself in a flood 
of children’s songs that was ia> 
terrupted only briefly by the 
cru.shing 
death of 
hiis 
own 
daughter, Kathy Ann. 


Gutbrie sp>ends all his time 
now in the Brooklyn State Hos­ 
pital and is no longer able to 
talk. His songs have been re­ 
corded by Bing Ci’osby, Harry 
Belafonte, FYank Sinatra and 
Peter, Paul and Mary. 


His letters, poems, wi'itings 
and records are being published 
and re-released. Balladeer Pete
